IRAN BREAKS WITH BRITAIN 
LEVELS CHARGE OF INTRIGUE

‘Note Says London Tried to Disturb Iranian 
Order and Blocked Agreement

TEHRAN, Oct. 22 (UP) — Iran 
broke diplomatic relations with 
Britain today and formally ac- 
cused British officials of trying to 
disturb Iranian order and security 
by intrigue and improper inter- 
ference. 

Premier Mohammed Mossa- 
degh’s government severed the 
ties that had bound Iran and Brit- 
tain since 1859 but which broke 
under the stresses of the struggle 
over the great oil properties de- 
veloped by the British in Iran. 

A note to the British charge 
d'affaires in Tehran said the Brit- 
ish government had unlawfully 
supported the nationalized Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co. in the dispute and 
prevented an agreement from 
being reached. 

Charge of Intrigue. 
“Moreover, some of the official 


government, through intrigues 
and improper interference, creat- 
ed difficulties aimed at disturb- 
ing this country’s order and 
security,” the Iranian note said.

Iran Staff Ordered Home. 

The government’s note said the 
Iranian staff in London had been 
instructed. to leave for Tehran 
within one week. The note did 
not set a time limit for departure 
of the British embassy staff of 
about 100 persons. ;

George Middleton said a few days 
ago preparations for their de- 
parture would require about two 
weeks. 

Almost a week had elapsed be- 
tween the actual break in rela- 
tions and Mossadegh’s broadcast 
to the nation last Thursday an- 
nouncing his intentions. 

‘Today’s note expressed the 
hope that Britain would recognize 
the “justice underlying Iran’s as- 
pirations” and would revise its 
policy so that a favorable atmos- 
phere could be recreated.

take action to renew diplomatic

“He says nothing about the 
babies all over the country who 
will be cold for lack of fuel this 
winter.” 

Coal operators were being 
egged on both publicly and pri- 
vately by Lewis to try to per- 
suade the government to reverse 
the WSB decision. There is no 
‘precedent for such an appeal, It 
was widely preditted that if by 
any chance the WSB should be 
reversed, its members would quit. 

Some mine owners entertained 
hopes for a while they could in 
effect get around the WSB ruling 
by negotiating the 40 cents into 
a different form, such as vaca- 
tion pay or something of the 
kind. But Lewis seemed to veto 
this idea by insisting on the full 
pay rise. This would boost 
miners’ basic pay to $18.25 a day.

South Koreans Battle Six 


‘Hours for Height on

SEOUL, Oct. 22 (AP)—South 
Korean soldiers, advancing 
through a déadly rain of Commu- 
nist mortar shells, recaptured the 
crest of Sniper Ridge in a fierce 
battle with Chinese Reds today. 

They battled back to the top 
of the central front hill nine 
hours after being chased off by 
about 1500 Chinese. 

The Reds seized the peak just 
after daybreak. At 8 a.m. they 
attacked the remnants of the 
South Korean defenders dug in 
on the south slope. The South 
Koreans held, and at 9 a.m. be- 
gan their counterattack. 

Fer more than six hours they 
battled up the muddy, shell- 
scarred slopes. The’reds pound- 


‘ed them with shattering barrages 


of mortar and artillery fire, but 
still they inched forward. 

Then, in a final charge, the Re- 
public of Korea troops poured 
over the top and drove the Chi- 
nese back with showers of hand 
grenades, 

The South Korean regimental 
commander said his troops fol- 
lowed a planned new tactic of 
withdrawing to prepared. “pro- 
tective lines,” then “sucking” the 
Reds into pockets of concentrated 
crossfire. 

As a result, the South Koreans

The enemy wounded were de- 
scribed as “uncounted.” 

Correspondent John Randolph 
reported from the front that the 
South .Koreans secured the high 
ground at 3:25 p. m. They dug 
in hurriedly and awaited new Red 
attacks.

Sniper Ridge eight days ago, 
while U.S. Seventh Division troops 
were storming the slopes of near- 
by Triangle Hill.

TRUMAN ASSAILS 


REPUBLICANS’ 
FIGHT AGAINST. 


Cites Six Occasions on 
Which G.O.P. Tried to 
“Cripple Law — Teen-

WITH THE TRUMAN CAM- 
PAIGN PARTY, Oct. 22—Presi- 
dent Truman continued _ his 
relentless drive against the presi- 
dential aspirations of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower today, after a 
back-breaking schedule yesterday 
and last night, in which he made 
12 speeches and did about every- 
thing possible to win votes for 


Adlai Stevenson except leave his 
train and ring doorbells. 

The President drew large 
crowds on his combination whistle- 
stop and motorcade trip in Dela- 
ve New Jersey and Pennsylva- 
nia. 

He put his one-man show on 
the road again today with an 
early morning speech at Scranton, 
Pa., and will wind up the day’s 
work with a speech tonight in 
Pittsburgh. (The Pittsburgh ad- 
dress will be carried by Post-Dis- 
patch Station KSD-TV at 7:30 
o'clock.) 

The President was booed aid‘ 
heckled at a whistlestop at North- 
umberland, Pa., this afternoon by 
a small band of boys and girls in 
| their early teens and younger. 
Such demonstrations have oc- 
curred frequently during the 
President’s trip around the coun- 
try but the one today was the 
most sustained of all. 

Northumberland is in what is 
nominally d 
lican territory so some lack of 
enthusiasm among adults for the 
President’s talk was anticipated. 
But what -occurred obviously 
shocked the President and was a 
source of dismay to reporters 
traveling with him. 

The disturbance started as soon 
as the President appeared on the 
train’s rear platform. A group 
of young people directly in front 
of the platform held aloft a large 
yellow sign, lettered in red, which 
said: “‘Welcome Mr. Truman but 
we like Ike.” At the same time 
the boys affd girls chanted “we 
like Ike” and there was an out- 
burst of boos for the President. 


President Surprised. 


The President was taken by 
surprise but said quickly: “I like 
him too, but I like him when 
he’s courteous, not when he is 
acting like that.” 

The large Eisenhower banner 
was lowered and the President 
then remarked that Joseph 
Priestly, the famous’ British 
scientist, lived in Northumberland 
from “1794 to 1804 and that he 
would be amazed if he could see 
the miracle of the twentieth cen- 
tury. 
Then, with a‘trace of sarcasm, 
Truman added: “And I think he 
would be amazed if he could see 
the courtesy of the young men 
and women of this great day 
and age.” 

Somewhat mollified, the teen- 
agers withheld boos until the 
President mentioned that this 
country had grown str@ng under 
the Democratic leadership of the 
last 20 years despite nagging op- 
position of the “backward looking 
Republican party.” 

Adults Take Up Booing. 


Adults in the crowd of 2000 
partly drowned out the boos and 
chants of the young people. and 
the President went on with his 
speech very much in command 
of himself and the situation. But 
he was booed again when he told 
the youngsters that 20 years frcm 
now they would be living in the 
greatest age in history after ‘20 
more years of Democratic rule.” 

“You young people ought to do 
a little bit of studying,” the 
President said, leaning over the 

platform to address them directly. 

“You ought to study history— 
you ought to inform yourselves 
on hiw it comes that some of you 
want to roll backwards instead of 
go forward. The world won't 
stand still for you, you’ve got to 
go forward.” 

Concluding his talk, the Presi- 
dent was booed again. When 
persons in the crowd chanted we 
want Margaret, Truman said, still 
smiling, “if you don’t stop that 
booing I won't bring her out.” 

There were loud cheers instead 
of boos when Margaret emerged 
to take her place at her father’s 
side. 

Observers along the campaign 
route said that the President was 
outdrawing himself on the basis 
of attendance at his 1948 cam- 
paign speeches in this area. They 
said also that in those cities 
where both he and Eisenhower 
have appeared in the last few 
weeks, Truman was the bigger 
attraction.

Uses Newspaper Portico. 

At Hartford the.General, who 
was accompanied by Mrs. Eisen- 
hower, spoke from a portico of 
the Hartford Times, a newspaper 
owned by Frank Gannett, who 
sought the Republican presiden- 
itla nomination in 1940. Eisen- 
hower was introduced’ by Gov. 
John Davis Lodge to a cheering 
throng of about 18,000 persons 
standing in the warm sunlight. 

Eisenhower spoke at Hartford 

from the same spot and at nearly 
the same time as did President 
Truman last Thursday. Persons 
present at the Truman meeting 
said Eisenhower's crowd was 
larger. 
' Saying he was going to leave 
mud-slinging and name-calling to 
others, the general, who removed 
his hat and overcoat as he ap- 
proached the speaker’s stand, 
told the throng that “America is 
on the threshold of its greatest 
era.” 

When he asked whetheg the slo- 
gan, “Don’t let ’em take It away,” 
was a slogan for the future, there 
was a chorus of, “No, no.” 

Denounces Inflation. 


He noted that Hartford is the 
“insurance capital of the world” 
when he denounced inflation and 
said that inflation can be stopped, 
“or at least we can abandon the 
deliberate policy of inflation.” 

Signs in the Hartford crowd 
carried Eisenhower's picture and 
proclaimed, “The man of the 
hour, Eisenhower.” 

As the general has been doing 
in New England, he promised that 
the Government will never permit 
anyone to be destitute. What he 
has been saying sometimes seems 
reminiscent of New Deal philoso- 
phy. 

“We are, do, and can and will,” 
the general said of his party, and 
will have nothing to do with a 
“program of won't and can’t.” 
The Democratic program is the 
latter, Eisehower said, because 
Democrats say\they can’t end the 
Korean War and inflation. 

Eisenhower is continuing to 
draw king-size crowds that have 
the political — guessing.

WOMAN. HURLS EGG 
AT STEVENSON IN 
INDIANA BUT MISSES 


EIKHART, Ind., Oct. 22 (UP)— 
An egg hurled by a sweater-clad 
woman missed Adlai Stevenson 
by about 2 feet today and splat- 
tered against a canopy over his 
head. 

Police seized a woman they 
identified as Iola Banghart, 22 
years old, of Oakley, Mich. She 
admitted throwing the egg, but 
police released her when mem- 
bers of the Stevenson party said 
they did not wish to  préss 
charges, 

Stevenson was standing on the 
rear platform of- his campaign 
train and was turning to re-enter 
the car when the egg hit the. can- 
opy and splattered, the yoke 
dripping down on the head of 
William Calvin, official photog- 
rapher for the Stevenson cam- 
paign. 

Miss Banghart told police she 
kept the egg hidden in a. sweater 
pocket while Stevenson spoke 
and then tossed it as he ended 
his speech. 


CZECHS SENTENCE 
8 SCOUT LEADERS 
IN ANTI-RED PLOT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (UP)— 
Communist Czechoslovakia has 
meted out prison terms ranging 
from eight years to life to eight 
Czech Boy Scout leaders charged 
with plotting to overthrow the 
Red government. 

Government monitoring stations 
reported today the mass trial end- 
ed Oct. 17 following a three-day 
session of the state court in 
Prague. 

The announcement followed an 
earlier Czech broadcast which de- 
nounced the Boy Scout movement 
in Czechoslovakia as an agent of 
capitalist reaction. 

Dr. Pavel Frafitisek Krivsky, 
described as the “ring leader,” 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. Other sentences were from 
eight to 25 years. 

The trial developed Red charges 
that the Czech. Boy Scout leaders 
joined in a “bilberry campaign 
that had nothing to do with the 
picking of Bilberries whortle- 
berries in the forest but aimed at 
taking people across the frontier.” 

Krivsky was said to have ad- 
mitted that scout groups smuggled 
50 persons across the frontier. A 
member of the court estimated 
the correct figure was nearer 80. 


U.S. IMPORT OF FARTHINGS

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22 
(INS)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
ér declared in an interview pub- 
lished by the San Francisco Call- 
Bulletin today that America is 
shouldering an unfair share of the 
Korean war burden. 

The General answered a series 
of questions on campaign issues, 
posed by George Creel, veteran 
California Democratic party lead- 
er who now is a spearhead among 
the Democrats for Eisenhower in 
the state. 

Answering a question, 
Korea, the General said: 

“As the situation now stands, 


the Soviets can send into Korea 
weapons where they find Chi- 
nese Communists in uncounted 
numbers to manipulate such 
weapons until they wear out. 

“America: has been compelled 
in the past to provide most of the 
weapons and most of the man- 
power. This is not a fair distri- 
bution of the burden of collective 
security.” 

Og a question about the Yalta, 
Tehran and Potsdam conferences 
with Russia, the General dis- 

avowed any responsibility by 
pointing out he did not go to the 
Yalta and Tehran conferences and 
paid only a courtesy visit to Pots- 
dam during the conference and 
“was not a party in any way to 
its deliberations.” 

“I do not believe that the Gov- 
ernment has the right to barter 
away the lives and liberties of 
other people into the hands of a 
ruthless Communist tyranny,” he 
commented. 

He said he shared “some of the 
strictures” that others have ex- 
pressed about the United Nations, 
but added: : 

It still represents a hope 
—possibly the only hope— for 
peace, just as did Mr. Wilson's 
League of Nations.” 
zAsked about charges that Gen. 
George Marshall was partly to 
blame for the conditions which 
permitted the conquest of China 
by Communism, Eisenhower said: 

“IT have always defended Gen. 
Marshall’s patriotism and sense 
of duty. 

“In doing so I Have not indorsed 
any errors of judgment he may 
have made while occupying posts 
in China or elsewhere subsequent 

to VJ day in 1945. I saw him 
sodaete in the critical times of 
World War II and under condi- 
tions where only the highest sense 
of duty kept him performing as 
he did.”

He took his campaign into In- 
diana today with a speech on the 
University of Notre Dame cam- 
pus, in which he asserted that 
“the quackery of medicine men 
who claim to cure the disease 
with words of hate and loud ac- 
cusations” cannot banish Commu- 
nism from America. ) 

Answers Republicans. 

Replying to Republicans who 

ve accused him of “coddling 
Communism,” the Illinois Bs

pulling out—in America and the 
free world—the roots of poverty 
and ignorance and insecurity 
from which it grows.” 

It was obvious that Stevenson 
was referring to Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy of Wisconsin and 
Senator Richard M. Nixon of Cal- 
ifornia, the Republican vice-pres- 
idential nominee. 

Stevenson praised what he 
called the foresight of the Roman 
Catholic Church in opposing Com- 
munism and said the record of 
the Democratic party parallels 
that of the Catholic church and 
other faiths in the drive for social 
justice. He added that he believes 
most Republicans have the same 
objective. 

“But I do say that it seems to 
me high time that the leaders of 
the Republican party—or at least 
one wing of it — start realizing 
that their oppositions to the pro- 
grams of social justice in America 
is opposition to the building of 
our strongest defenses against 
Communism,” he said. 

He said such opposition, has 
been expressed in votes against 
the Marshall plan and foreign aid 
program, against the Point Four 
program and other measures, 

Ovation From Students. 

Stevenson got a rousing ovation 
from about 6000 students at South 
Bend. As he was leaving after 
his address, a student yelled: 
“Would you fire Achegon?” He 
referred to Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, who has been un- 
der fire from Republicans. 

“I'll answer questions like that 
after the election,” Stevenson re-~ 
plied. 

On his way back to his came . 
paign train by motorcade, Steve 
enson stopped at the North In- 
diana Children’s Hospital to say 
hello to a ward full of bedridden 
children. 

Stevenson left Chicago this 
morning after an overnight stop, 
He left Springfield, [ll., yesterday 
on a 4221-mile whistle-stop tour 
which will take him into 12 mid- 
west and eastern states in the 
next two weeks. 

Stevenson’s speeches yesterday 
revealed the versatility of the 
Democratic candidate. In the aft- 
ernoon he made a series of 
whistle-stops on the way from 
Springfield to Chicago, in which 
he urged the election of the Dem- 
ocratic state ticket in Illinois. 

In the evening he addressed two 
television audiences from Chicago, 
with one speech directed at the 
nation at large, the other pre- 
pared for the New York Herald 
Tribune Forum, at which his Re- 
publican rival, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower spoke ift person. 

The main television talk to the 
nation was an answer to the Re- 
publican charges and nonparti- 
san questions about America’s 
economic strength and our use of 
part of it abroad. In this speech, 
as in his previous national tele- 
casts, he evidently was projecting 
the image he wotld like to have 
fixed on the voters’ mind—that he 
is an honest, intelligent and ex 
perienced public servant who 


realizes both this country’s present 


greatness and its future power for 
good.

“We know,” he said, “that we 
must strike first in this quest for 
peace at. the basic roots of war, 
that is, at poverty, at ignorance 
and poliitcal instability.” 

The two answers to this, he 
said, are trade as a two-way 
street, because as a practical mat- 
ter “we cannot go on indefinitely 

dollars abroad, and 
President Truman’s Point IV pro- 
gram to help the under-developed 
countries where poverty and ig- 
;norance make them the prey of 
Communist expansion.” _ 

“War provides no answer,” he 
asserted, “even though we must 
|be eternally ready to meet force 
with force. We must insist on 
our principles and we must never 
compromise those. We must ne- 
gotiate when negotiation is pos- 


\sible; break off when negotia- 


tions fail; resume when resump- 
tion is open to us. And, with pa- 
tience, good will, and firmness, 
ev to obtain peace with jus- 
tice. 

“For what we face, my friends, 
is revolution—and you cannot 
stop rebellious ideas with bayo- 
nets. You can only stop ideas 
with better ideas.” 

Would Accept Challenge. 

He suggested that we accept 
the challenge of Communism and 
prove that our system is better 
than theirs. 

“By this,” he said, “I don’t 
mean an example of just material 
prosperity, or arrogant conceit, 
nor of self-righteousness. I mean 
an example of moral, or intellec- 
tual, of spiritual elevation, of jus- 
tice, of mercy, cf humility and of 
good will, 

“The twin ideals that we must 
pursue to make our civilization 
are justice and freedom. Justice 
is the cement that holds the state 
together. Freedom is something 
more than freedom from govern- 
ment. It is freedom to become 
and to remain politically and 
economically independent.” 
Coming to the immediate poli- 
tical aspects of the situation Ste- 
venson said that the past 20 
years showed how the pursuit of 
these ideas has refreshed and re- 
newed America. 

“We have already come so far,”

GEORGE F. MAY ACQUITTED 
OF CONTEMPT OF CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
George F. May, Chicago business 
man, was acquitted today of con- 
‘tempt of Congress charges. 

United States District Judge 
Bernita S. Matthews, who heard 
the case without a jury, ruled 
that May was within his consti- 
tutional rights in refusing to an- 
swer questions from the Senate 
Crime Investigating Committee 
that possibly could involve him in 
some federal prosecution. 

May, business engineer and 
promoter of the Tam O’Shanter 
‘Country Club’s big-money golf 
tournaments, wept on hearing the 
verdict. May appeared before the 
committee May 28, 1951. 

The case turned largely on the 
point of whether May’s refusal 
in 1951 was (1) because he feared 
his answers might lead to Fed- 
eral prosecution of him, or (2) 
because he feared.they might lead 
tovengeful violence from Chi- 
cago racketeers. By the Consti- 
tution’s protection, May had a 
right to refuse to answer if he 
feared Federal prosecution but 

not if he simply feared the rack- 
eteers.

Although shotguns are used in 
the matches of today, they were 
scorned by the early settlers and 
the muzzle loading rifles were 
‘then used exclusively. Skill, alone, 
was the deciding factor, and 
Boone, Crockett, Cody, and other 
famous pioneers journeyed many 
miles to show their skill with 
their favorite guns. Crockett’s 
“Betsey,” which was presented to 
him in Philadelphia and which 
was in his hands when he went 
down fighting at the Alamo, was 
one of the famous “Kentucky” 
rifles of those days. 

The autobiography, “Life of 
David Crockett,” describes a 
shooting match of those days in 
a very interesting manner. Speak- 
ig of “Betsey,” he says, “After a 
little practice with her, she came 
up to the eye prime, dnd I de- 
termined to try her at the first 
shooting match for beef. As this 
is a novelty to most of my read- 
ers, I will endeavor to give a de- 
scription of this western amuse- 
ment. 

How It All Startéd. 

“In the latter part of summer 
our cattle get very fat, as the 
range is remarkably fine, and 
someone, desirous of raising mon- 
ey on one of his cattle, advertises 
that on a particular day, and at a 
given place, a first-rate beef will 
be shot for. When the day comes, 
every marksman in the neighb6r- 
hood will meet at the appointed 
place with his gun. After the 
company has assembled, a sub- 
scription paper is handed round, 
with the following heading: 

“*A. B. offers a beef. worth $20, 
to be shot for at 25 cents a shot.” 
Then the names are put down by 
each person, thus: D. C. puts in 
four shots ... $1. E. F. puts in 
eight . . . $2.

our time is that revolution is 
worldwide. It is technological, it 
is economic and it is political. 
And therefore, it is also moral. 

Scientific inventions of recent 
years are sufficient to blow the 
old relationships of nations to bits. 
The airplane and the atomic bomb 
have made isolationism impossible 
for any nation, even a nation 
which like ours is seemingly 
sheltered by the great oceans. And 
now Russian imperialism has come 
te the scene. 

It is the old would-be con- 
querer using the new and addi- 
tional weapon of an idea—Com- 
munism, It overran many 
couftries during World War II. 
It has won millions of converts 
throughout the world. It works 
by force and by guile. It has 
found opportunities for decep- 
tien because the West has not 
always been true to its own 
gteatness. 

Some people have felt that 
their plight was so bad that any 
change would be an improve- 
ment. Too late many of them have 
discovered that a new tyrant is 
subjecting them to a slavery worse 
than any they have known. 

Our world then is a world trans- 
formed by science and technology, 
ravaged by war, torn by ideologi- 
cal struggle, a world in convul- 
sion, but a world of hope in a 
time for greatness. 

It is in this situation that we 
as. Americans find ourselves to- 
day. We can not hide, we could 
not, if we would. Modern weap- 
ons leap any wall, penetrate any 
cave. Events and our own power 
have determined that we shall be 
the leaders of the free world. 

The one overriding obligation 
of this leadership today is peace. 
For ourselves? Yes. But this 
means today for the world. 

A position of leadership is not 
always comfortable. The most dis- 
tressing aspect of it is that a 
leader has to think. He can not 
fulfill his responsibilities if he 
merely says as one of the men 
of the French Revolution did: 
“The mob is in the street. I must 
see where they are going, for I am 
their leader.” 

The responsibilities of leader- 
ship. require us solemnly to as- 
sist the obligations that provi- 
dence has laid upon us and 
prayerfully to chart the course 
by which we may discharge those 
obligations. 

We know that we must strike 
first in this question for peace, 
at the basic roots of war. That 
is at poverty, at ignorance, and 
at political instability. The so- 
Jution te the problem of pov- 
erty is not to be found in an 
international giveaway program. 
A great part of the answer is 
trade, and trade has to be a 
two-way street. 

We must lead the way, then, in 
the progressive reduction of the 
barriers to trade, in our own eco- 
nic interest of course, and also in 
our interest as the leader of the 
free world, and as a practical 
matter, we would have to do that 


with justice. 


What we face, my friends, is 
revolution, and, you cannot stop 
rebellious ideas with bayonets. 
You can only stop ideas with 
better ideas. 

I suggest, therefore, that we 
throw back the challenge of Com- 
munism, a challenge to prove the 
worth of our system. 

What the world needs is an ex- 
ample, and by this I do not mean 
an example of just material pros- 
perity, or arrogant consent, nor 
of self-righteousness. I mean an 
example of moral, of intellectual, 
of spiritual elevation, of justice, 
of mercy, of humility, of good 
will. 

The twin ideals that we have 
pursued to make our ivilization 
are justice and freedom. Justice 
is the cement that holds the state 
together. Freedom is something 
more than freedom from govern- 
ment. It is freedom to become 
and to remain politically and eco- 
nomically independent.

— in the mouths of the peo- 
ple. 

If you had read about such a 
country in a novel, you would 


crazy. Yet that was our way, not 
so long ago. 

A miracle has been wrought 
in America. We have made a 
humane revolution. It has been 
done without hatred or blood- 
shed. No man has been de- 
prived of his liberties. The 
many have been benefited. 
The few have not been hurt. 
The many have more bread. 
The few do not have less cake. 

Behind the miradle that has 
been wrought with your co-oper- 
ation lay several concepts. It 
seems to me they were these: The 
United States is not dry-as-dust 
theory in a musty book, it is not 
our farms, our factories or money. 
It is our people. They are not the 
masses, They are the millions of 
individualistic men and women, 
pulsing, doing, aspiring persons, 
persons of flesh and hlood. Each 
has a soul. Each a mind, and 
each a purpose in life.

The list discloses pas two improvements in 
real income. With their increases from $15,000 
to $40,000 a year (and $10,000 of that tax-free), 
the Vice President and the Speaker of the House 
are 15.9 per cent better off than they were in 
1939. School teachers—with an average 1952 sal- 
ary of $3450—also are better off than in 1939 
when they were getting only $1441 a year. But 
they are the exceptions. 

Obviously this situation creates temptations to 
accept private monetary aid as Senator Nixon 
and former Senator Brooks did. It is also con- 
ducive te the dubious practice of supplementing 
public pay checks from funds such as the one 
used by Gov. Stevenson to get men of ability 
for the public service. 

Acceptance of money on the side can never be 
approved. It is the potential source of too many 
abuses.

Certainly, it ought not to be increased by 
the burden of an inadequate salary—especially 
not in expensive, demanding Washington. 

Financial pressure cannot excuse improper 
conduct.

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Polluted Rivers, a Growing E Hazard 


One of the most useful services which engl- 
neering may perform for the far-flung Missouri 
Valley could prove to be one of the least-dis- 
_ecussed. That service is the abatement of stream 
pollution. The Public Health Serviee representa- 
tive on the Missouri Basin Interagency Commit- 
tee, Glen J. Hopkins, has warned that “the 
time has arrived when pollution discharged into 
the Missouri river exceeds the capacity of the 
river to dissipate that pollution.” 


For St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Jeffer- 
son City, Hannibal and Cape Girardeau, which 
discharge untreated sewage into the Missouri 
‘and Mississippi rivers, this is adequate notice to 
start thinking about what they can do to stop 
making their sewage a danger to others. It is 
also notice to other communities upstream which 
in their turn present a danger to Missouri cities. 
The Public Health Service says 593 municipal 
and 84 industrial waste treatment plants are 
needed in the Missouri basin at an estimated 
cost of $149,000,000. 

The problem is national. Thomas Parran, 
Surgeon General of the Public Health Service, 
has warned: 

The increasing pollution of America’s 
waterways is a serious menace to our na- 
tion’s health. More than one third of our 
entire population depends on surface water 

_ for drinking supplies. Yet into these water- 
ways each day go billions of gallons of un- 
treated domestic sewage and industrial waste 

—laden with disease germs. 

Milwaukee processes its sewage and selis it as 
fertilizer. New York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut have had an interstate sanitary commission 
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subject to a single political authority. Europe 
was told that under this arrangement the Ger- 
man troops which were considered essential to 
Western defense could be prévented from be- 
coming a threat to Germany’s neighbors. 

France has never been completely sure about 
that, and now the evidence. is mounting that 
French ratification of ‘the treaty may be most 
difficult to secure. Edouard Herriot, leader of 
the Radical-Socialist party and speaker of the 
National Assembly, has thrown his very consid- 
erable weight against it. The votes which he can 
influence, togéther with those of the Gaullists 
and the Communists, make ratification so doubt- 
ful that there is even talk in Paris that the 
Pinay Government may give up the fight for it. 

Former Premier > Herriét has many technical 
objections to the ‘treaty, Basically they seem to 
come down in the end to the old, pervasive fear 
that in a European defense community France 
would be reduced to a subordinate role. 

The treaty..is full’ of provisions to guard 
against such a contingency, to-make sure that 
Germany and France have exactly equal con- 
trolling power. But these apparently do not 
satisfy M. Herriot and a wide range of French 
opinion which he representa, Many Frenchmen 
evidently believe that the facts of national 
power might make Germany the dominant power 
no matter what technical safeguards were set 
up against it. And in the light of history, who 
shall say that they are wrong? 

Some observers. have always believed that 
German and French participation in a united 
European defense effort would automatically 
cancel each other out; that.the terms which 
might induce the Germans to participate would 
repel the French, and vice-versa. It is too early 
to say whether these gloomy predictions are now 
being fulfilled. But it is clear that the very 
foundations of the Western defense plan are 
threatened by the Jatest political developments 
in France. 
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A Fortunate Governor 

Gov. Val Peterson of Nebraska is twice lucky. 

Fiying to St. Louis en route to a couple of 
Republican campaign speeches iif Milinois, his 
plane was forced down near Warrenton. We 
are happy to report that neither the Republican 
Governor of a highly Republican state nor his 
pilot was injured. That piece of good luck 
was probably nonpartisan. 

But Gov. Peterson is also lucky to be a Re. 
publican, His forced landing brought out the 
embarrassing fact that he was. flying on this 
political errand in a Navy plane. 

Imagine the storm of righteous indignation 
that would go up if a Democratic officeholder 
thus used Navy transportation on personal po- 
litical business! But Gov. Peterson is a Re- 
publican, and the Navy plane just happened to 
be going his way, and Navy fliers have to get 
in their flythg time somehow, and we suspect 
no more will be heard about it. 
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Mr. Hoover’s History 

In his recent speech for the Republican ticket 
Former President Herbert Hoover addressed 
himself to the 40,000,000 voters who have come 
of age since his administration. He wanted to 
enlighten them on what the Republican party 
has traditionally stood for. 

Mr. Hoover was right in arguing that not all 
good legislation has come about under Demo- 
cratic sponsorship. But he went just a little 
too far in trying to paint the Republican party as 
the friend of certain legislative principles which 
it has in fact traditionally opposed. 

- Thus,. Mr. Hoover presented his party as the 
sponsor of Vigorous regujation of business.. As 
proof, he said it was the Republicans, between 
1903 and 1910, who gave the Interstate: Com- 
merce Commission full authority ‘to control rail- 
way rates. Mr. Hoover deft out one large and 
very important chapter of historv. He omitted 
to mention that the Republican party: fought 
railroad rate regulation with every trick in the 
book from 1870 onwards, and gave in only after 
the forces, represented by Populism, by William 
Jennings Bryan and finally by Theodore Roose- 
yelt, a maverick in his own party, triumphed 
over ‘the forces represented by the regular Re- 
publican leadership. 

Similarly, Mr. Hoover presented his party 
as the historic champion of the anti-trust laws, 
but neglected to’ mention that those laws have 
invariably been enforced with least enthusiasm 
by regular Republican administrations. He de- 
picted the G:O.P. as the friend of tariff re- 
duction, and called to witness the establishment 
in 1930 of the Tariff Commission as a customs- 
reguiation body, but neglected to mention the 
Smoot-Hawley Act of 1931, which raised tariffs 
to their highest levels in history. Nor did he 
state that the G.O.P. majority has consistently 
opposed the reciprocal trade agreements policy 
for tariff reduction ever since. 

Mr. Hoover is certainly. entitled to. make a 
ease for returning the Republicans to power. A 
case can certainly be made. But there is no need 
to rewrite history, and Mr. Hoover’s effort in 
that direction was not very successful. 
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Four Days of Idleness 

How much do the miners stand to gain or 
lose by continuing their walkout over the Wage 
Stabilization Board’s cut of 40 cents from the 
$1.90 a day pay increase approved by the union 
and the industry? Only the eventual outcome 
can determine that but it is estimated that a loss 
of four days of work will more than cancel out 
all the miners would make on the difference in 
a year of the average number of work days.

As a great trading nation Britain faces serious problem in unset- | 
tled world, and that includes America; London newspaper warns 
against United States trade barriers; says England secks no charity, 
she can sell us goods and r-y her own way, 


From the London Evening News 


For a great trading nation like Britain 
the present unsettled state of the world 
presents an increasingly difficult problem. 
Many markets, like China, are virtually 
closed to us for political reasons; some, 
like Australia, must temporarily shut their 
doors to our goods because of their own 
economic troubles. In other parts our trad- 
ers have to face fiercer competition from 
Germany and Japan. 


And, perhaps the most disheartening 
factor of all, we find our attempts to gain 
vitally needed dollars thwarted by the 
trade barriers America has erected—at an- 
other time and in a different set of circum- 
stances—to keep out the things we have to 
sell. 

In pointing out this situation to the 
American Chamber of Commerce in Lon- 
don, Peter Thorneycroft, president of the 
Board of Trade, rendered a signal service 
to Anglo-American relations. 


In the years since the war the American 
people, generously and wholeheartedly, 
have given us dollar assistance whenever 
it has been needed. They have allowed 
themselves to be taxed to the hilt to do 
this. And every so often, naturally and hu- 
manly enough, they have complained that 
they cannot go on forever spoon-feeding 
Britain or the other countries of Europe. 


We agree with them. Such charity is bad 


—bad for the giver as well as for the re- 
ceiver. In time it is bound to poison the 
relations between our two countries. But— 
and the American people must plainly be 
told this—there is an alternative. 

It is for the Americans to Duy more of 
our goods, to throw down the barriers 
which now prevent their entry. to give us, 
quite simply, the chance to-earn dollars, 
not to cadge them. 

The simple fact should be made clear 
that the dollar aid we have received was 
not in dollars as such—no dollar notes 
crossed tke Atlantic—but was in the form 
of goods. And ultimately it is only in the 
form of goods that it can be repaid. 

It may seem rather late in the day for 
Britain to raise this question, but after the 
war the radical change that has occurred 
in world trading relations was not clearly 
seen. It was too readily assumed, perhaps, 
that the prewar patterns would return, 
that we could pay for our dollar purchases 
with our earnings made elsewhere, from 
our “invisible” exports and vast invest- 
ments abroad. But alas, these earnings and 
investments are no more. 

Hence, if we are not to be cast in the 
role of supplicant forever, there must be 
greater willingness on the American side 
to accept what we have to offer. Our manu- 
facturers must be given a fair deal. If not, 
Anglo-American relations will suffer. 


When the AEC Messes Up a Town

The Atomic Energy Commission has an- 
nounced that it will build another, and a 
giant, new atomic plant in southern Ohio, 
approximately 29 miles north of Ports- 
mouth, The plant is to cost $1,200,000,000. 

Will the Atomie Energy Commission be 
permitted to mess up this Fac of Ohio as 
the area surrounding the annah River 
Project has been messed up in South Caro- 
lina? 

The Atomfe Energy’ Commission is cur- 
rently operating the towns of Los Alamos, 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., and Richland, Wash. In 
each of these communities there is a level 
of public services that would be con- 
sidered luxurious in most communities 
throughout the United States. 


The cost of these governmental services . 


is completely out of proportion to what 
the average city in the country could af- 
ford. 

Because of its experience with these 
three towns. AEC decided that it would 
build no new town in the vicinity of the 
Savannah River Project. 

In the scope of a brief editorial it is im- 

t possible to describe the-chaotic condition 
in the vicinity of the Savannah river plant. 
Barracks have been constructed to house

Leadership is a word that we 


| estes use these days in thinking 


about America and America’s role 
in world affairs. We mean several 
things by it, I think. We mean 
that the United States has become 
the strongest of the free nations, 
though it is not, of course, the 
largest, either in size or popula- 
tion. As the strongest, the task 
of leadership has fallen to us. 
And it has to be borne by us— 


or nobody. | 

We mean, too, by leadership 
that the United States has been 
the prime mover in many inter- 
national peojers- I could mention 
the United Nations, the Marshall 
plan, the Point Four program, the 
collective resistance to the cyni- 
cal assault on Korea, then our 
regional security arrangements, 
such as the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and the Pacific 
pacts. Our leadership in these 
projects grows out of our own 
self-interest in our security. But 
it grows, too, out of wider and 
deeper concern for the safety of 
the values of Western civilization 
—the ideas of freedom and equal- 
ity and justice on which our na- 
tion was founded and which are 
rooted in friendly ground the 
world over. 


Responsibility and Power. 


Above all, I think we mean by 
leadership that the United States 


sponsibility in the use of its pow- 
er and influence. 


Power, as I use the term, means 
much more than military force. 
It means the sum total of a na- 
tion’s ability to influence the 
course of history for good or bad. 
Military force is only one ele- 
ment of a nation’s power. It is a 
necessary element in the world 
we live in. We must have and 
we do have, together with our al- 
lies, formidable military force. 

We hoped that we could follow 
a different course after the war 
than we have had to follow. We 
dealt generously, helpfully and 
sincerely with our Russian ally. 
And then we explored honestly 
and patiently the avenue of 
friendship and good faith. We 
were rebuffed. The Soviet rulers 
did not honor their solemn obli- 
gations—such as the Yalta agree- 
ments that the nations of eastern 
Europe would be free and inde- 
pendent once they had been lib- 
erated from the Nazi invaders.

In each 
case, the combination of power 
and patience has been the key. 


The two all-important ques- 
tions for the future are: Who 
is going te adjust te what, and 
how are the adjustments going 
te be made? As to the first 
question, there can be ne doubt 
at all. Imperialism and con- 
quest adjust to independence. 
and freedom. As te the second 
question, there can be no doubt 
either. The adjustments must, 
if possible, be peaceful. In all 
likelihood that means they must 
be~ gradual, for there is only 
one way to bring about rapid, 
drastic adjustments—namely, by 
force. And we all know that 
the free nations must use force 
only in self-defense, for war— 
especially in the atomic age— 
would destroy what we seek to 
‘preserve—the spiritual and ma- 
terial foundations of free so- 
ciety. Moreover, freedom, un- 
like tyranny, cannot be imposed 
by force. 


This role of leadership is new 
to us. By and large the United 
States lived alone—and liked it— 
so long as this was possible, and 
somewhat longer than it was de- 
sirable. Until the last few years 
our entrances onto the world’s 
political stage had been largely 
limited to moments of great crisis 
—like the first and second world 
wars. On these occasions, the ad- 
dition of our power to that of our 
allies tipped the balance against 
the common enemy, 

With the defeat of Germany 
and Japan, the weakening of 
Britain and France as world pow- 
ers, and the rise of the Soviet 
Union, it has become impossible 
for us to be merely an occasional 
participant in world affairs. With- 
out our full-time participation, no 
coalition of free nations could 
be built which would be strong 
enough to deal with the Soviet 
threat.

For peace cannot be won as 
a war is won. Peace in the 
world, like good government 
at home, is a goal we approach 
but never finally or perfectly 
attain. Peace, like religion and 
the good life, is the task of 
each day; it must be worked at 
in little things and in big 
things so long as breath we 
draw. 


Our power is now the steady- 
ing factor in the world. It 
would be a tragic error on our 
part to think that our power is 
less effective in this role than 
in the days when we used it to 
seal the doom of Hitler. Its 
effectiveness now is to be meas- 
ured not in the dramatic con- 
quests of war but in the grad- 
ual progress toward a world 
which will not be afflicted by 
war and in which the area of 
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genuine freedom and independ- 
ence gradually widens. 


America has thus embarked on 
a role of leadership which is 
unique and which places a unique 
responsibility upon us. The 
United States is the first great 
power in history which has dedi- 
cated itself to use its strength 
‘wholly for peace rather than for 
} selfish expansion. We have fore- 
‘sworn the exciting but deadly 
| triumphs of war and have chosen 
instead to seek the patient but 
fruitful triumphs of peace by 
| which alone mankind can move 
toward freedom and justice. 


Tasks for America. 
_ So we have thése tasks: 
| We must set a good example. 
The image we reflect to the 
| world can only be our own image. 
| We want that image to be an 
image of sanity, serenity, and 
Moral as well as economic and 
| military strength, of freedom and 
justice and confidence. We want 
other peoples to aspire to the 
kind of society we have created 
here and maintain here. We can- 
not set such an example if we 
succumb to the economic reac- 
tionaries and to the hate and 
hysteria mongers. The _ things 
they stand for do not represent 
America at its best. 
We must meet force when we 
are challenged by force. For 
freedom is worth defending, and 
not for a day or a year or for 
a limited time, but for as long 
‘as it is necessary.

Stuttering Child . 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F your child stutters or stammers, you must take positive 
] action for cure unless the child is just beginning to talk— 
™ is under five years of age. 

Parents often make stutterers out of children who have 
perfectly normal hesitations in their earliest speech. They do 
this entirely unwittingly when their child, usually a boy, runs 
home full of excitement. With his ideas racing ahead of his 
‘speech ability, he hesitates, says a word, repeats it while he 
is groping for the next one, then has a little trouble starting 
‘to say the next word. 

Then his mother says, “You are stuttering. You're not 
Don't do that.” This implants self-conscious- 
ness about his speech in the child. He gets the idea he is 
doing something wrong. If his normal early speech hesitations 


are repeatedly criticized, he is often literally taught to be a 


stutterer. 


x* * * 
ON THE OTHER HAND, school children who stutter have 


‘In fact, they are afraid they are going to have trouble. They 
stutter only when talking to other people, not when talking 
\to themselves or a pet dog or when singing words. 

Too often, parents think the only treatment for this is 
simply pretending to ignore the speech difficulty. Most 
people are not good enough actors to avoid betraying their 
concern to the alert eyes of children. And, in any event, 
this is a purely negative approach. 

A habit based on fear and feelings of insecurity has al- 
‘Tready been established. It will not disappear without some 
positive attention, any more than any other habit will go 
away by itself. The underlying reasons must also disappear. 


ie see, 

THE CURE OF STUTTERING involves two different ap- 
proaches at the same time. Parents must be treated and the 
stuttering child must be treated. 

The parents need attention because they set the stage 
which causes feelings of insecurity in the child. These feel- 
ings in their children may arise from the parents’ thinking 
their children live in a world of their own. What is unim- 
portant to an adult may be enormously important to a child. 
Children have a different slant on things. 

The positive treatment, as far as the child is concerned, 
involves several steps. Treatment should be under super- 
vision of a trained speech correctionist. First, the child learns 
to admit freely that he does stutter and must expect to stutter 
for awhile. He learns not to be afraid or ashamed of stutter- 
ing. He learns that his grimaces, or foot-tapping, or clearing 
of the throat, or stammering on one word are devices which 
he uses to delay the time when he must say something. They 
are stuttering substitutes. 


x * * 

THEN, AFTER HIS INITIAL STUTTERING has been re- 
corded so that he can hear it later and note his own im- 
provement, further speech instruction is given. Early treat- 
ment after the age of six produces quicker results. Even s0, 
months may be necessary to produce unblocked speech. 

In some cities, speech-correction clinics are an integral 
part of the public school system. Trained speech correction- 
ists see each child for several hours each week. Such speech- 
eorrection clinics are vitally important in the education of 
eur children. It's hard enough to get along in the modern 
world—without having stuttering as an additional trouble in 
communications.

Then Mummy joined in: “Give 
the book to Margot; she was read- 
ing it,” she said. Daddy came in- 
to the room. He didn’t even know 
what it was all about, but saw 
the injured look on Margot’s face 
and promptly dropped on me: 
“I'd like to see what you'd say if 
Margot ever started looking at 
one of your books!” 


I gave way at once, laid the 
book down, and left the room — 
offended, as they thought. It so 
happened I was neither offended 
nor cross, just miserable. 


It wasn’t right of Daddy to 
judge without knowing what the 
squabble was about. I would 
have given Margot the book 
myself, and much more quickly, 
if Mummy and Daddy hadn’t in- 
terfered. They took Margot’s 
part at once, as though she were 
the victim of some great in- 
justice. 


It’s obvious that Mummy would 
stick up for Margot; she and 
Margot always do back each other 
up. I’m so used to that that I’m 
utterly indifferent to both Mum- 
my’s jawing and Margot’s moods. 

I love them; but only because 
they are Mummy and Margot. 
With Daddy it’s different. If he 
holds Margot up as an example, 
approves of what she _ does, 
praises and caresses her, then 
something gnaws at me inside, 
because I adore Daddy. He is the 
one I look up to. I don’t Jove 
anyone in the world but him. 


He doesn’t notice that he treats 
Margot differently from me. Now 
Margot is just the _ prettiest, 
sweetest, most beautiful girl in 
the world. But all the same I 
feel I have some right to be tak- 
en seriously too. I have always 
been the dunce, the ne’er-do-well 
of the family, I’ve always had to 
pay double for my deeds, first 
with the scolding and then again 
because of the way my feelings 
are hurt. Now I'm not satisfied 
with this apparent favoritism any 
more. PF want something from 
Daddy that he is not able to give 
me. 
I'm not jealous of Margot, 
never have been. I don’t envy 
*her good looks or her beauty. It 
is only that I long for Daddy’s 


real love; not only as his child, 
but for me—Anne, myself. 

The biggest surprise came from 
Mr. Van Daan when, at one 
o’clock, he announced that the 
British had landed in Tunis, 
Algiers, Casablanca, and Oran. 
“This is the beginning of the 
end,” everyone was saying, but 
Churchill, the British Prime Min- 
ister, who had probably heard 
the same thing in England, said: 
“This is not the end. It is not 
even the beginning of the end. 


But it is, perhaps the epd of the’ 


beginning.” Do you see the dif- 
ference? There is certainly reason 
for optimism. Stalingrad, the Rus- 
sian town which they've already 
been defending for three months, 
still hasn’t fallen into German 
hands, 

But to return to affairs in our 
secret den. I must tell you some- 
thing about our food supply: As 
you know, we have some real 
greedy pigs on the top floor. We 
get our bread from a nice baker, 
a friend of Koophius. We don't 
get so much as we used to at 
home, naturally. But it’s sufficient 
Four ration cards have also been 
bought illegally. Their price is 
going up all the time; it has now 
gone up from 27 florins to 33 
($18.38 to $22.46). And all that 
for alittle slip of printed paper. 
In order to have something in 
the house that will keep, apart 
from our 150 tins of vegetables, 
we have bought 270 pounds of 
dried. peas and beans. They are 
not all for us, some are for the 
office people. They are in sacks 
which hang on hooks in our little 
passage (inside the hidden door). 

I'd almost forgotten to men- 
tion that Daddy is quite better 
again.

Recipe for 
Tasty French 
Onion Soup 


By Edith M. Barber 

HE onion is a lowly vegetable, 
but ‘sometimes, to wees a 
current slogan, “it escapes’ 
from the commonplace.” Take 
French onion soup, for instance. 
It's considered epicure’s fare, a 
favorite specialty at many fine: 
restaurants. And sometimes at’ 


home, it’s featured for informal: 
entertaining. 


It is easy to prepare if 
don’t mind weeping a bit while 
slicing the onions. Done under 
water, however, it is not much. 
of an ordeal. Hot water, by the 
way, will help make it easy to 
remove the peelings. In actual 
preparation, the onions are 
slightly sauted then a good rich 
stock is added. Beef usually i« 
the base. Canned consomme wilt 
do, and a pretty good soup can 
be made with bouillon cubes. 
Custom calls for pouring the soup 
in a casserole, topping it with 
sliced French bread and sprink- 
ling it with cheese, preferably 
Parmesan before popping it into 
the oven for a final touch. . 


Extra French bread, heated or 
toasted, and extra cheese should 
be passed at the table. If you 
like, pour the soup into indi- 
vidual pottery casseroles before 
oven heating. Then it is all ready 
for service. With a hearty salad 
and a filling type of dessert, you 
will have a good luncheon or 
supper menu. 


By the way, onion soup may 
be purchased ready-made, canned 
or dehydrated. 


French Onion Soup. 

One-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine; six to eight medium sized 
onions, sliced; one quart beef 
stock; six slices French bread: 
one-half cup grated Parmesan 
cheese. 

Melt butter or margarine in 
large. saucepan. Add onions and 
saute until lightly brewned. 
Cover with stock and cook over 
low heat until onions are tender. 
Pour soup in earthenware cas- 
serole, place bread on top, and 
sprinkle with cheese. Bake in 
moderately hot oven (425 de- 
grees F.) until cheese melts. 
Yield: six servings. 

Variations: 

If a thicker soup is desired, in- 
crease number of onions. After 
sauteing, sprinkle lightly with 
flour and mix well before adding 
stock. 

Replace beef stock with one 
quart of boiling water in which 
five heef bouillon cubes have 
been dissolved.

HE great difference be- 
tween*the foreign policy of 

America and that of Russia 
is: America bélieves in Europe 
first—hence the Marshall Plan 
and billions of dollars poured 
into Europe. Russia believes in 
Asia first—hence the invasion 
of Korea, the conquest -of 
China, the absorption of, Tibet. 
Lenin once said: “The Shortest 
route to Paris runs through 
Peking.” In other words, first 
reps Asia, then Europe will 
a 

It is not within our compe- 
tence to judge concerning for- 
eign policy, but it does fall to 
every believer in peace to ac-. 
knowledge the importance of 
the East in world affairs. 

Russia is presently stirring 
up nationalism throughout the 
East in order to drive out the 
West; then it will turn the 
Nationalists against one another 
to impose Communism. It be- 
hooves us to act before the 
Fast that it will not find us as 
obnoxious as communism. 

* 

IN OUR EXAMINATION of 
conscience, let the Western 
Man admit he had a false sense 
of superiority over the East. 
This false ygride has grown in 
proportion as the Western man 
forgets that he is a creative 
of God. 

The Promethean attitude of 
man being his own creator and 
his own saviour has manifested 
itself politically by making 
Eastern lands colonies of West- 
ern Empires, and then speaking 
of natives as “the white man’s 
burden.” 

The Eastern people do not 
have such an attitude of pride, 
partly because never having 
known God as intimatelv as the 
West they could never think of 
themselves Gods. 

Because there is less pride 
in the East, there has alwavs 
been less shame at poverty 
than in* the Western World. 
Poverty is felt more keenly 
when there is a sense of pride 
or superiority. 

As one Russian writer of pre- 
Bolshevik days put it: “What 
the Western World likes most 
is to excite envy: what they 
dislike most is to be pitied. For 
while the envy of the neighbor 
proves his deficiencies, his pity 
suggests the deficiencies of the 
one who pitied.” How true! To 
envy a person for having a dia- 
mond is to admit his superior- 
ity: to pity a person who has no 
diamond is to manifest his in- 
feriority. 

* * * 

THE WESTERN MAN who is 
in poverty suffers two ills; the 
hardship of his emptiness; the 
mental humiliation of his pov- 
erty being known to others. 
The Eastern people rarely suf-.

pirit. , 

In old Russia. they used to 
Say: “Poverty can be shown 
openly without shame; and be- 
cause it need not be concealed 
it is easier to bear.” 

The major Western approach 
to Bolshevik Russia is to flaunt 
eur economic superiority | its 
face. 

But the Russian people them- 
selves are not ir vessed with 
our economic suverio™ first 
of all because it is not their 
first ideal, and second because . 
their poverty is not a humilia- 
tion. .

IN CASE of a conflict be- 
tween the West and the East, 
it behooves the West to realize 
that there are two kinds of 
power: external and internal. 

External power is born of 
armaments and the police. 

Interral r-wer is the -cohe- 
siveness of the people them- 
selves, their decp sente of one- 
ress with one another, or what 
the Rvesians called “Sobor- 
nost.” The second is the more 
imvortant factor and here the 
advantage is with the East, 
principally because of its pov- 
ertv. 

The Western man wants many 
different kinds of goods, and 
each. addition of property and 
luxury cuts him off in some re- 
spect from his neighbor. 

The Eastern man being poor 
is united to his neighbor by a 
common suffering rather than 
by mutual pride in possessions.

HEN I arrived back in New 

York City from Rochester 

I found a mountain of 

work waiting for me. A desk 
piled high is a familiar sight! 

1 am particularly happy to 
note that there has been such 
a large registration this year 
and that everyWhere it seems 
we will have a record vote cast. 
I see by the papers, too, that 
for the first time there are 
more women registered in the 
State of New York than men.
